Dr. Levin, who was born in Odcs- 
Ba, . Russia in 1S65. received his 
oducation at the University of Bcr 
Ilii, and later at iiasle University 
Krom the outKOl he took an active in 
tercsi in Jewish affains. When fHoct 
ed to the Kusslan Imperial Dwm.-i. in 
1903, he becamie the leading prota- 
g-oniiit of Jewish rights, and later 
took a prominent part In the atnigglo 
of his race for liberty under Tzar- 
dom. 

A splendid orator, a brilliant writer 
•ind a philosopher of merit, ho hiiH al- 
ways distinifUlHhod hiniHcIf .-is n fear- 
less thinkor. As such, he was anon 
recognized ;ts lielonging 10 ih;it Minall 
but choice coterie of men of nffiiiia 
where opinions on vital nia.tlera are 
BOiiglil .after for their elearnexs of 
wordly vision and dciith of liolv 
thoug'ht.

Dr. Ritchie, Principal of Theo- 
logical College, Speaks 

The extensive consultation of a 
Theological Encyclopedia by. those 
students who are entering upon tho 
study of theology was greatly stress- 
cd by Dr, D. L. Ritchie dnrin his 
lecture to the Philosophical Cub last 
night at Sarlhcona Hall. Tlie use of 
nuch an Kncyclopodla Is to delimit the 
te;'rltory of a students of . Theology 
and lo slim the path which he ought 
to tread. Dr. Tlichic was con' 'I'ually 
stilting the importanc- of philosophy 
for those who aro studying Theology, 
i.nd a knowiod«2 .if philosord.,- in 
general and modern . philosophy in 
p.articular. Ho also mentioned tho 
preoccupation with the sliidy of psy- 
chology as interfering with phllosoply. 
He compared tho psychologj* of old 
days with that of modern days. To- 
day psychology walks the streeU 
Whllo the old psychology was largely 
academic. Tho psychology of a 
religion can never rcnJeice philosophy. 
Tho knowledge of God Is based upon 
experience. At the close of his lecture 
the meeting was thrown open for dls- 
ous.'<ion and whereupon Dr. Itltchie, 
Dr, Caldwell, head of tho Department 
of Philosophy, and scveritl members 
of the audlonce took part In a lively 
discussion on imincdiato and mediato 
kniiwledgo. Otto Kllneborg, presUU'ut 
i)f Ihe Pllosophlciil Club I'rcsidoa a 
Hie mooting. As this aair tho opening 
moniltig of the year, nil those who 
iiaiy feel Inclined to become niombcra 
nf Ibis society should dn at their 
earliest opportunity, as Iheso lectures 
Khun Id prove very holpful to theui.

^^t^AisFpoint we leave the firm ground of facts and enter 
a cohceptive' field. We approach the task with some diffidence. 
We are unable to offer what we consider a sure, panacea but 
we do believe that our suggested solution has 'some inherent 
;4rirtue. We do not advocate more years of preparation. There | 
ire financial obstacles to that method which give uneven advan- 
tages to those in better financial circumstances.
